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RULE—Square Method: Multiply the distance in feet 
between the trees by the distance the plants are apart in 
the rows, and the product will be the number of square 
feet for each plant or hill, which, divided into the number 
of feet in an acre (43,560), will give the number of plants 
or trees to the acre. 


RULE—Equilateral Triangle Method: Divide the 
number required to the acre “square method” by the 
decimal .866. The result will be the number of plants re- 
quired to the acre by this method.
